THE REPUBLICAN OPPOSITION TO THE 
PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. 


True Inwardness of Bayard’s Hatred of Gov- 


| By Telegraph to the Post-Disraton. 


WASHIN@TON, D. O., January 12.—There 
could not have been a better test of the 


in the Senate yesterday afternoon, and, 
to the best account obtainable of 
the business transacted, the Republican oppo- 
sition is too much divided tobe dignified by 
that name. Among the appointments reported 
from committee was that of Dorman B. Eaton, 
representative ofthe Republican partyin the 
Oivil Service Commission. Ever since his re- 
appointment by President Cleveland, Mr. 
Eaton has met with violent opposition atthe 
hands of the members of the Repub- 
lican party who considered him more of a 


Mugwump than a Republican. With the oppo- 
sition of members of his own party Mr, Eaton 
should have stood the best chance in the 
world of being rejected. Instead of this, how- 
ever, there were, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, only fourteen votes against his con- 
firmation, the opposition being equally divided 
between the two parties. The Democrats 
voted for his confirmation, doubtless out of 
respect to the President, their position being 
sim plified by the fact that Mr. Eaton has 
announced that he will resign February 1. The 
Republican opposition, under Gen. Logan, 
mustered only seven votes. As atest, the vote 
on Mr. Eaton develops unexpected weakness 
in Republican ranks. Unless some attempt at 
organization is made soon, President Cleve- 
land has little to fear for his appointments. 


Bayard’s Hatred of Curtin. 

By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 12.—All have 
wondered at Bayard’s antipathy to Gov. 
Curtin, and been curious to learn the real rea- 
son. The true cause was given last evening to 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent. Curtin, 
while acting as Governor of Pennsylvania 
during the early part of the rebellion, heard 
from what he considered a good source that 
certain Southern sympathizers in Delaware 
and Baltimore had laid a plan to capture the 
Dupont Powder Works, then the most impor- 
tant powder manufactory controlled by the 
loyal imterest. These works were three 


miles from Wilmington. Gov. Curtin 
telegraphed what he had learned to 
the War Department. He was instructed 
in reply, that if he believed this report to be 
well founded, to proceed with the State troops 
under his command, with,such support as 
might be necessary to defeat these treasonable 
plans. Governor Curtin promptly sent a de- 
tachment of Pennsylvania troops to guard the 


necessary to the salvation of the Army of the 
Potomac. This move of the loyal Governor 
was bitterly resented by the States’-rights 
statesman of Delaware. It was made the oc- 
casion of a tremendous States’-right speech 
 { Senator James A. Bayard, the father 
oO the present Secretary of State. 
It was also the occasion of the celebrated 
speech cf Thomas F. Bayard, which speech 
was one of the causes of his being defeated for 
the nomination at Chicago last year. His 
father, after he made the speech attackin 
Curtin for the invasion of the sacred soil o 
Delaware, passed —. Philadelphia on his 
way home. Thomas F. Bayard was with him. 
A Union mob hooted them and ‘threw stones 
atthem. Itis not, therefore, to be wondered 
at that the name of Curtin is hateful to Bayard. 
This chapter of earlier history, now nearly for- 
gotton, is necessary to be known to under- 
stand the reason why Secretary Bayard refused 
to even consider Governor Curtin’s recom- 
mendations last summer, and why he worked 
so hard to hunt him away from the head of the 
Poreign Affairs Committee. 

TH® TARIFF REFORM. 
A prominent member of thé Ways and Means 
Committee, and aveteran legisiator, said to 
the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent yesterday: 
‘*] do not believe anything will be done in the 
House this winter with the tariff, beyond talk. 
If we get a tariff bill out of the Ways and 
Means Committee later in the season, I doubt 
if the revenue reformers can swing the Demo- 
cratic side harmoniously for tariff revision, 
while the Republican side will resist all at- 
tempts to change the tariff as a matter of pol- 
icy.’’

The friends of Mr. Sherwood represented to 
me that Mr. Sherwood never played poker or 
any other gambling gameafter his indictment, 
and I don't believe that he has. Ali things be- 
ing equal, Congressman Dawson was entitled 
to name the deputy in the District, and he 
alone is responsible for the selection.

LEGAL TENDER EQUITY. 

The proposition to suspend for the pres- 
ent the further coinage of silver dollars is 
merely precautionary and urged on 
grounds that-are purely prudential. Itis 
simply that we shall do as Germany and 
the nations of the Latin Union have done,

| by discontinuing for the present the coin- 


ing of full legal-tender silver, without dis- 
crediting or demonetizing what we have 
already coined. The object is not to out- 
law the latter or destroy its legal-tender 
power, but to keep it in use and circulation 
at par with gold coins, and to protect it 
from the efforts of foreign nations to di- 
vorce it from gold. 

But, instead of discussing the policy of 
such suspension on its own merits, a ma- 
jority of the public journals in the East 
persist in denouncing the silver dollar as a 
fraud which must beoutlawed and wiped 
out of existence in order to save the na- 
tion from impending dishonor and disaster. 
The Philadelphia Record, for instance, 
usually fair and discreet in handling other 
questions, is now indulging in such wild 
screeds as this: 

If it is right to pay a United States bond with 
pieces of silver containing 41242 grains of that 
metal, worth only 80 cents, why not pay with 
pieces of any less number of grains? If we are 
going to repudiate to the extent of 20 cents on 
the dollar, we may as well push the matter 
further and let the bloated bondholders whistle 
for their loans. 

It is just this kind of talk that makes an 
overwhelming majority in Congress and 
in the country hear with suspicion, if not 
with impatience, the arguments for sus- 
vension. On the battle-ground chosen by 
the Record they will down the gold men 
every time. Instead of being worth only 
80 cents, everybody knows that the stand- 
ard silver dollar is now, and has been 
ever since the foundation of our Govern- 
ment, worth 100 cents, and will now, any- 
where in the United States, buy as much, 
or pay as much debt or taxes or Custom 


MFrouse dues, as the gold dollar. There..is 


no repudiation in paying it to bondhold- 

ers because the law makesita legal tender 

for such payment, and it is so recorded on 

the bonds. The silver dollars are worth 

100 cents each to the bondholders in the 

United States, because the latter can and 

do pay their debts and taxes with silver 

dollars as other people do. The law does 

not permit the payment of 80 cents for a 
dollar, nor does it permit us to pay the 
bondholder ‘‘with pieces of any less num- 

ber of grains.’’ Where the silver dollars 

and gold coins and Treasury notes are 

equally a legal tender for a debt, itis not 
repudiation for the debtor to payin either. 

It is the debtor’s option to pay in either, 

and the creditor loses not one cent by hav- 
ing to take either. The choice between 
them is a mere matter of mutual conven- 
ience and courtesy. In the case of bonds 
legally payable in gold or silver coin, the 
question how much of each bond shall be 
paid in gold and how much in silver dol- 
lars is a matter in which the convenience 
of the Treasury and the dictates of public 
policy are to be considered, as well as the 
convenience and preference of the bond- 
holder, — 

Once before the bullion value ofour gold 

coin became greater than its legal tender 
value, as comparetl with the silver dollar, 
which the law then declared ‘‘the unit of 
account.’’ Instead of putting more silver 
in the silver dollar to make its bullion 
value equivalent to that of the gold dollar, 
the Congress of the United States in 1834 
simply reduced the quantity of gold in the 
eagle from 247.56 to 282 grains, reducing 
the bullion value of all our gold coins 6.25 
per cent,, and making the existing gold 
coins of prior date a legal tender at 94.8 
cents per pennyweight. Commenting on 
this act of Congress the United States Su- 
' preme Court, in its second legal-tender de- 
cision, said: , 
-No one ever doubted thatadebt of $1,000 
contracted before 1834 could be paid by 100 
eagles coined after that year, though they 
contained no more gold than #4 eagles such as 
were ccined when the contract was made; and 
this not because of the intrinsic value of the 
coin, but because of its legal-tender value. 

Other considerations apply to the case of 
those who hold a few of our bonds in 


foreign lands where none of our coin is a 


_; legal tender and where its bullion value is 
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the measure of the payment. But. for the 
home bondholder this Supreme Court de- 
cision puts the whole equity of the thing 
in a nutshell. The purchasing power, the 
paying power of the money at home

in Congress or out, will be withoutavail. The 
chances of a free-coinage Dili being pusheg 
through the House are —— than the 
chances of asuspension of the present coi. 
age. Such a bill, would, of course, be vetoeg 
by the President, and that would leave mat. 
ters —_ as theyare. The reasons for this 
opinion are as follows: 

1. New York, New Jersey and New England 
are emphatical in favor of the suspension of 
silver coin ; but outside of this section the 
feeling is either divided or strongly in favor of 
silver. The idea seems to have spread through. 
out the West and: South that the anti-silvey 
movement is engineered by the Wall streeg 
tinanciers ; that it is the interests of the cap}.

| KILLED BY MISTAKE. 


MILES STANTON RECEIVES THE BULLETS 
INTENDED FOR ANOTHER MAN. 


——————— 


An Early Morning Tragedy in a Saloon at 
Sixth and Clark Avenue—The Desperate 
Manner in Which Mike Gilmore Tried to 
Coliect a 64 Debt—Arrest of the Murderer. 


At3 o'clock this morning Miles Stanton, a 
railroad man, was shot and killed in a saloon 
called Jack’s Place, at 525 Clark avenue. The 
saloon was full of men at the time when a row 
began about the payment of some money 
which Thomas Mooney owed to Michsel Gil- 
more. The dispute, which was short lived, 
was followed by whistling bullets, Gilmore 
producing a seven-shooter which he emptied 
into the crowd, hitting Stanton several times 
and bearing him to the floor. Stanton died in 
afew minutes.

THE DECEASED. 

Stanton is lying at the Morgue thie morning. 
He is a man of about 33 years of age. of me- 
dium size, well built and of respectable ap- 
pearance. He was engaged as night bostler at 
the bridge round-house on Poplar street near 
Seventeenth street. A companion of his, who 
calied to see him at the Morgue, said this 
morning that he went with him last night to 
the theater, and that at about 1 o'clock he 
separated from him, saying that he was going 
home. Stanton declined to accoinpany him, 
stating that be did not often get a night off, 
and that be intended to have a good time of it. 
The young man stated that Stanton was a 
single man and lived on Walnut street near 
Twenty-first street. He was aman of sterling 
qualities and much liked by his associates, to 
whom the news of his death had proved a ter- 
ribie shock.

STORM-WRECKED. 


THE TERRIBLE TRIP OF A SCHOONER IN A! 
BLINDING SNOWSTORM. 


NEW. YORK, January 13.—Reports continue | 
to come in from up and down the coast of dis- 
asters to small sailing craft engaged in the 
coasting trade. The Herald this pam 
prints the following: ‘*Thé schooner , 
Capt. Haskell, of Ellsworth, Maine, which 
cleared on Thursday with a load ef pig iron, 
bound from New York to Boston, was wrecked 
off Gull Island, Long Island Sound, on Sat- 
urday morning during a blinding snow storm. 
The captain and the crew, which consisted of 
a cook and four seamen, were rescued bya 
farmer named Corwin, and landed in safety at 
Fresh Ponds, a small settlement near Baiting 
Hollow. The rescued men bad @ thrilling ex- 
perience and at one time had given up all 
hope. The first two days of the voyage were 
uneventful, the sea being as smooth as glass. 
On Friday night, when off Gull Island, 4 blind- 
ing snow storm, accompanied by a northwest 
gale, setin. The waves swept the decks and 
made it dangerousfor the crew to attend to 
their duties. The wind, which had increased 
in velocity, whistied through the sails and tum- 
bled the frightened sailors about the decks. 
Toward morning the men who bad been on 
duty all night went below to get some food. 

TO THEIR HORROR 
it was discovered that the ship had sprung 4 
leak, and that the water was rushing into the 
hold at a frightful rate. Again the men went 
on deck and the unequal struggle between hu- 
man endurance and the angry elements was 
renewed. All set to work bailing out the ship. 
Forty tons of pig iron were thrown overboard, 
and an attempt was made to anchor the ves- 
sel. The huge anchors, two in number, were 
lowered into the sea, and just asthe captain 
was congratulating himself on having accom- 
plished the feat successfully, a terrific gust of 
wind snapped the chains. Thena huge wave 
carried away the yawland another broke the 
rudder. The wind, not to be outdone, put 
Outall the lights,so darkness was added to 
other misfortunes of the terror-stricken crew. 
Still, the mendid not give upall hope. They 
continued to work, although without food for 
twenty-four hours. The schooner, without a 
rudder, with frozen sails, her yawl washed 
overbeard, her anchors gone and manned by a 
starved and exhausted crew, drifted about in 
the storm and wind. 
THE UUTLOOK WAS BLACK, 
and the captain, although he tried to look 
cheerful inthe presence of the crew, inward! 
felt that all chance of saving the ship and ail 
the men wasatanend. The bailing out of the 
waterin the hold was kept up ali night, so 
when the day Gawned the ird was still 
afloat. Captain Haskell gave orders to have 
the signal of distress hoisted on the mainmast. 
Luckily for him and the crew the s l was 
observed by a brave Long Isiand farmer livin 
at Fresh Pond, who was on the beach a 
the time and saw the signal, and, without hes- 
itating a moment, set about constructing a 
raft of fenders. The surf was running high at 
the time, and it required dauntiess courage to 
reach the wrecked vessel in such weather. 
Nevertheless, the brave man made the ven- 
ture. On board the Seabird all hands were 
eagerly watching their rescuer. The raft rode 
safely over the waves and was soon alongside 
the ship. Asit was very sidall, only one of 
the crew ata time could be taken on board, 
and six successive — had to be made before 
all were landed on shore safely. The crew 
who had suffered intensely from hunger, cold 
and exhaustion, were taken to Mr. Corwin’s 
house and given food and shelter. The vessel 
is a wreck.

in which no boat could live. The rescued man 
did allin his power to keep his companions 
from freezing. He beat and kicked them con- 
stantly, but to no purpose. They would 
sleep, and sleep brought death. The crew of 
the schooner were without anything to eat or 
drink from Wednesday night, the 7th instant. 
lt is reasonable to suppose that if there had 
been a life-saving station at Cape Lookout the 
six lives would have been saved. |
